National Forwarding 
Scie oe tie cies From ZL1AMW 

The 900 UHF repeater at Klondyke (the Auckland end of the 
National System) is currently off-air. I have heard that there has 
been a failure of a control device at the repeater site, and it may 
be off for a few more days. This repeater is essential for 
forwarding to and from the Northland, Auckland, Waikato and Rotorua 
areas, so things are fairly quiet on packet for much of the amateur 
population. 

Without the forwarding, this bulletin will be late arriving at a 
number of locations, so it would be useful if operators receiving 
good copy on the RTTY transmission upload the text onto their local 
BBS for others. The trick is to ensure you use the same BID, or 
Bulletin Identifier as is used when first despatching the sheet by 
packet, that way, when the forwarding restores, your local BBS will 
reject any further copies. 

For those unfamiliar with uploading bulletins, all that is 
required is to use the SB (send bulletin) command in place of the 
usual SP (send personal) command. The news is usually send to the 
address of NEWS, with an @ (at) NZ distribution address. To force 
a particular BID, you add a $ (dollar), then your chosen BID, which 


can be any sequence of up to 10 characters. I break the news into 
pages of approx 2000 characters, and list the BID range at the end 
of the transmission. 


Lan-link note...

I have noted a couple of items on the PBBS recently which advised 
Lan-Link v 2.10 was available. I also advised via the Data news. I 
did supply a number of people with this version but followed up 
with a corrected upgrade to v 2.20. G3ZCZ originally intended to 
produce a v 2.11 for Pactor with the MFJ, However he supplied a new 
exe file to overwrite the v 2.10 exe file and create V 2.20, with 
an apology for his self-inflicted bugs. 

I understand this upgrade also includes Pactor for the MFJ 1278. 
If you are upgrading from v 2.0 or earlier it is necessary to 
unpack V 2.10 and then overwrite the exe file to create V 2.20. 

I hope this is not too confusing. The usual disk and mailer will 
obtain same.

News from the Waikato 
Sper ome ce ee cies from ZL1AMW 

The ZL1UX Hamilton BBS suffered an antenna failure early this 
week, causing the signals on the data repeater port to be very weak 
and often unreadable. 

Fast work by Doug ZL4FS isolated the problem as water entering an 
antenna tail, and normal service was restored by Wednesday. 

The 144.65MHz port was not effected. 

The OTO ZL1IS-1 digipeater has been refurbished over the past few 
weeks. The repeater site it uses (Rangitoto) is undergoing a 
complete re-wire, and so the amateur equipment operated from 
temporary arrangements for a few weeks, causing some interruption 
to services, however the opportunity was taken to remove and re- 
align the radio's and update the TNC, so service from _ the 
digipeater is noticeably better now. 


Electrostatic Zap

Static electricity is usually more of a nuisance than a_ hazard 
- however hazardous situations can occur. For example, in rising 
from a vinyl-covered chair when wearing insulated footwear, a 
person could easily develop a potential of up to 7,000 volts. 

In defence establishments and production factories electrostatic 
energy is of concern because it can be well in excess’ of the 
minimum ignition threshold of many detonators, combustible gases 
and solvents. 

Even lower electrostatic energies can be a problem with computer 
equipment where data can be corrupted and microcircuits damaged if 
discharge occurs to some metallic part of the computer. There 
were also hazards involved n mail sorting, filling hydrogen 
weather balloons and in the use of combustible anaesthetic gases 
in hospitals. 

Problems with electrostatic charging can be overcome by taking 
actions including keeping the relative humidity above 40 percent, 
and using materials which will dissipate a charge such as wood and 
metal.

(local) and repeated at 1900hrs. Both transmissions are on 3545khz. 
It is first sent in Baudot at 75 baud, then repeated in AMTOR mode 
B (FEC) on both occasions.
